In a continent three times as large as 


Europe, with a population reaching almost 
to three hundred millions, and having 
well nigh six hundred tribes, quite a diver- 
sity of laws, manners and customs must 
prevail; therefore what is true of South 
- Africa may not apply to North Africa, 
and facts concerning the Highlands of 
- East Africa may be totally different from 
West Africa, and conditions on the Congo 
may be reversed in the Soudan. So this 
article does not claim to apply to any 
part of Africa other than what has come 
under our own observation in the Western 
Soudan. 

The country is one vast jungle of small 
trees and thorny vines, interspersed with 
grass fields of considerable extent; the 
home of legions of wild animals and mul- 
titudes of snakes. Some slight idea of its 
density may be gained from the photo of 
the source of the Niger River, while in 
’ the background of the picture of the man 
weaving is seen some of the grass, which is 
being used as a fence round a garden. 
This grass grows to an average height of 
from twelve to fifteen feet. 

When the people make their farms 
they, of course, have to cut down the 
dense jungle, which they do in January 
and February. It lies under the hot sun 
for a couple of months and is then burned. 
The debris is then collected in heaps and 
fire applied to it, but the stumps are not 
rooted out as at home, because a farmer 
only raises one crop on his farm and then 
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to do the work, no plowing is done, the 
only agricultural implement being the 
back-breaking, short-handled hoe. 

Rice is the principal crop, and a person 
hasn’t eaten if he hasn’t had some rice, no 
matter what other things he may have 
had. With the seed rice is mixed a few 
handfuls of corn and guinea corn, and

same land only once in from four to seven hoed in, the corn and guinea coming up 


wherever it happens to fall, no regularity 
being observed at all. 

They also raise considerable cassada, an 
edible root in shape somewhat like a car- 
rot, pure white inside, but having a brown 
This is also planted among the 
rice, but does not reach maturity until the 
second year. Cassada is eaten raw, boiled, 
roasted in the embers, or grated and made 
into “fufu,” a kind of stiff, starchy pud- . 
ding, which is eaten with soup, as every- 
things else is. 

A curious thing about this cassada is 
that part of the stalk or stick is planted, 
and not part of the root, as in potatoes, 
and care is taken that part of it shows 
above the surface of the ground, as then 
the termites, or white ants, won’t eat it 
up. When sown together, corn usually 
ripens first, then rice and afterwards 
guinea corn. 

The farmhouses are very rude affairs, 
and are intended merely as a shelter from 
the very heavy rains and as a cooking- 
place for the women. The people always 
sleep in their villages, but may sleep in 
their farm-huts a few times during har- 
vest. 

On their farms may be seen, when the 
grain is ripening, booths raised on sticks 
such as are mentioned in Tsaiah 1. 8 and 
Job xxvii. 18, where the boys stand all 
day with their slings and stones driving 
of the dards. The villages are usually

After harvest comes the cloth-weaving 
and mat-weaving time. Mats are made.in 
Temneland by the women and in Ku- 
rankoland by the men, and in the first 
case they are manufactured from the leaf 
of a certain kind of waterpalm, but in the 
second case the greater part of them are

of Africa, and indeed they are exceedingly 
intelligent. Just to illustrate this we 
would draw attention to the suspension 
bridge. The rivers in the interior run 
through mountains, and are very high and 
dangerous in the rainy season, and so full 
of rapids that no boat could live in at- 
tempting a crossing; so they have proved 
once more that “necessity is the mother 
of invention,” and have contrived a sus- 
pension bridge made of vines, and it 
would be a difficult matter to convince us 
‘hat we are not indebted to Africa for our 
oeautiful Brooklyn Bridge. The plan is 
ihe same, only we, having larger needs 
und greater facilities, have improved on 
the model. : 

l'sually a week or ten days is taken to 
vollect the vines. Three thick cables are 
then made of them sufficiently long to 
reach across. A place is selected where 
the trees on each side are high enough to 
act as “towers.” A platform is erected 
on each side of the river about twenty 
feet above the surface of the earth, beme

and finally the men climb to the tops of | 


the trees and attach vines there, which 
are attached to the side cables as stays 
and are carried from either side until they 
overlap in the middle, and the bridge is 
ready for travel. Passengers walk on the 
centre cable, and can steady themselves by 
placing their hands upon the side one if 
they so desire, but there is not the slight- 
est danger of falling out. 

Coupled with their smartness and skill 
is their intense superstition, they be- 


lieving implicitly in witches and charms, - oy 


but having no idols! The only image we 
have seen in the country, as shown in the 
photograph, is made of stone, which is un- 
like any stone in that neighborhood. The 
form is lifesize, head and bust, while the 
features of it are very much Egyptian. 
This is used as an object of worship, and 
quite a number of stones have been gath- 
ered and placed near it. Rice-flour, 
bananas, kolanuts, pieces of cloth, mats, 
etc., are some of the offerings presented 
here. 

Usually a small house is built for the 
“krefe,” or spirit, but occasionally huge 
ant-hills are taken as objects of worship. 
These are sometimes from twelve to four- 
teen feet high. Some of these at times 
have a piece of cloth fastened to them 
as a sacrifice. The idea of sacrifice among 


the people seems to be all propitiatorv,

the devil or gaining his good will.

| ae therefore, the prisoner of the Lord, beseech you that ye walk worthy of 
Eph. iy. 1. 


That expresses in a. 


I. The earthly and practical side of 
heavenly things. 

One might almost think it too sudden 
a transition to come from the lofty outlook 
of His glowing vision down to the ques- 
tions of common morality and honesty, 
and that it is almost an insult to Chris- 
tians who have been living the higher 
life in the heavenlies to talk to them 
about stealing, lying and personal purity. 


But such is not the mind of the Spirit 


of God. .He knows that extremes must 
quickly meet, and that in the very highest 
realms of spiritual truth and life lie the 
most subtle temptations and the most 
serious perils. Therefore the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ has a distinctly moral side 
to it, and emphasizes with the strongest 
definiteness the necessity of guarding our 
walk and conversation as carefully as we 
guard our inward experience. 

1. Our walks to be carefully guarded. 
“Walk worthy of the vocation wherewith 
ye are called” (iv. 1). This includes our 
whole deportment and conduct. 

2. Our talk is to be guarded as care- 
fully as our walk. Physical disease indi- 
cates itself by a foul tongue, and there 
is no quicker test of spiritual healthful- 
ness than the conversation of a disciple. 
We are to be strictly truthful.  “Where- 
fore putting away lying speak every man 
truth with his neighbor” (iv. 25). We 
are to renounce evil speaking, slander, 
calumny and harsh criticism (iv. 31). We 
are to let no corrupt communication pro- 
ceed out of our mouth, but that which is 
good to the use of edifying that it may 
minister grace unto the hearers (iv. 29). 
We are to be free from “filthiness, foolish 
talking and jesting,” and to substitute for 
them the language of thanksgiving and 
praise (v. 4). All idle words, all irrev- 
erent speech, all obscene conversation, all 
talk flavored with frivolousness or gossip 
passes under the severe censorship of the 
Holy Ghost, and distinguishes the charac- 
ter of the Christian or the counterfeit. 

3. Our temper must be guarded. Sin- 
ful anger is to be put away. Bitterness, 
wrath, atiger and all malice are to be 
eschewed, and we are to be kind to one 
another, tender hearted and forgiving (iv. 
26, 31, 32). 

Disposition has a supremely important 
place in the truly spiritual life. We can- 
not dwell in the heavenlies with Christ 
and be harsh, snappish, quarrelsome, sen- 
sitive, vindictive, sarcastic, cutting and 
unforgiving. The fruit of the Spirit 
must ever be love, joy, peace, long suffer- 
ing, gentleness, meekness. 

4. Honesty and industry will ever char- 
aeterize the truly spiritual man.  “T.et 
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him that stole steal no more, but rather 
let him labor, working with his hands the 
thing which is good that he may have to 
give to him that needeth” (iv. 28). A 
holy heart-will always make a man honest 
and take the.indolence out of him. It is 
impossible to live a sanctified life in idle- 
ness. A man who is full of the Holy 
Ghost will always be about his Father’s 
business, and even if he is independent of 
the necessity of toil for His own support, 
will regard life as a sacred trust, and will 
provide not only for his own needs but 
for the needs of others. _ There is no 
greater auxiliary to a happy, useful and 
holy life than constant congenial. activity 
in the service of God and man. 

5. Personal purity is indispensable in 
the heavenly life, and all approaches to 
immorality whether in manner, speech, 
thought or action are absolutely incon- 
sistent with the very name of holiness. 
The apostle regards such things as not fit 
to be named among them, and yet he is 
very definite and specific in his delinea- 
tions of Christian character and its coun- 


terfeits. He calls things by their right 


names, and he puts the awful ban of the 
Holy Ghost upon filthiness of language, 
fornication, which covers all acts of im- 
purity; uncleanness, which includes all 
forms of approach to it in spirit, thought, 
reading, imagination, language, dress or 
manner. He tells them in inexorable 
speech that no “whoremonger nor unclean 
person hath any inheritance in the king- 
dom of Christ and of God,” and “because 
of these things cometh the wrath of God 
upon the children of disobedience” (v. 3 
to 6). 

6. He includes covetousness in the same 
class with uncleanness. The greed of 
money is as gross as the lusts of sensuality. 


Both belong to the same swine herd, and _ 


both are excluded from any inheritance in 
the kingdom of Christ and of God (v. 
3, 5)... 
?. Foolishness, frivolousness and folly 


are condemned, and the necessity of sense - 


and discretion is impressed upon the disci- 
ples of Christ. “See then,” he says, “that 
ye walk circumspectly, not as fools, but 
as wise” (v. 15). He had already con- 
demned foolish talking and jesting. 
There are people who at first sight seem 
to be almost immoral to judge from their 
loud dress and loose manners, and yet, on 
closer investigation, we often find that 
these young people are simply silly. They 
are playing with temptation, but they 
have not yet been corrupted. They are 
sailing on the edge of the pit, and they 
wear the livery of hell. Little wonder if 
they sail too close to the fiery gulf to get 
back safely. Christ forbids such manners 
and dispositions on the part of His chil- 
dren. Discretion, prudence and practical 
sense are jewels of the highest spirituai 
value, especially in the young. Let us re- 
member that our bearing, our expression, 
our dress, our mien, must distinguish us 
from the world, and mark us as the meek 
and lowly followers of the Lamb. 

8. The improvement of time is included 
among the graces of the spiritual life. 
“Redeeming the time heeause the days are 
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evil” (v. 16). This includes more than 
the mere employment of time. Literally 
it should be translated, “Buying up the 
opportunity.” It means alertness and 
quickness in making the most of time and 
opportunity, and meeting the providence 
-of God and the emergencies of life with 
that fitness of wisdom and that timeliness 
of action which characterized our Master, 
and which will keep us always in the time 
and order of God’s highest will. No sanc- 
tified Christian’ can play with time or 
throw away the golden moments which 
are worth more than treasure. Our fa- 
miliar phrase, “pastime,” is an outrage on 
the sacredness of human life and its vast 
responsibilities. The consecrated life will 
always recognize our moments as ‘sacred 
trusts to be given back to God with holy 
improvement and compound interest. 

9. Temperance and sobriety are in- 
cluded in the practical exercises and habits 
of a sanctified life. “Be not drunk with 
wine wherein is excess, but be filled with 
the Spirit” (v. 18). The indwelling of 
the Holy Ghost will give the child of God 
a holy carefulness in restricting the indul- 
gence of our animal nature, which must 
be held under holy restraint, if we would 
be vessels for the occupation and use of 
the sensitive Spirit of the Holy One. 

10. The highest Christian life will 
manifest its ‘practical influence imme- 
diately in the home and in the relation- 
ship of husbands and wives. It will make 
the husband loving and gentle, and the 
wife yielded, affectionate and faithful. 
Domestic fidelity will not be a matter of 
romantic attachment, but of holy watch- 
fulness, self-restraint, constant regard to 
the will of God and the highest good ot 
each other. Domestic brawls, jealousies 
and strifes have no place in a Christian 
family circle, and there is no place where 
our example and testimony speak more 
for God than in the practical and sacred 
sphere of the Christian family (v. 22-33). 

11. The relations of parents and chil- 
dren will be equally affected by the in- 
dwelling of the Holy Ghost and the power 
of a sanctified life. No child can con- 
sistently claim to be filled with the Spirit 
and be disrespectful, wilful and disobedi- 
ent. True there is a place where the 
parent’s authority ceases over the con- 
science of a Christian child, but even when 
we must assert our independence and obey 
God rather than ‘man in the things that 
relate to God there will be the utmost 
respect and gentleness of spirit and man- 
ner, and in matters where we owe earthly 
duties to our parents we will be more care- 
ful because we have to differ in heavenly 
things. And the Christian parent who 
would walk worthy of his high vocation 
must be free from passion, harshness or 
over indulgence, and carefully stand as 
representing the high authority of God 
Himself in the Christian home (vi. 1-4). 

12. Masters and servants complete the 
list of earthly relationships affected by our 
heavenly calling. These relationships 
have changed since the days of Paul when 
the servant was the slave, but the obliga- 
tions which they entail remain the same, 
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positions of trust and responsibility. We 
are under the authority of some superin- 
tendent. God has created ranks and or- 
ders of responsibility all through His uni- 
verse, and he that would resist them re- 
sists God. A wise and rightly constituted 
Christian will always recognize superior 
authority, and yield to it fidelity and 
obedience. An unfaithful servant will 
become an urholy Christian. He that is 
unjust in that which is least is unjust also 
in that which is more. ‘The Spirit of 
Christ requires that the employee should 
conscientiously regard his master’s inter- 
ests in everything, and should seek to pro- 
mote them just as faithfully when not 
under severe inspection as when watched 
and guarded by the strictest scrutiny. The 
spirit of considerateness and conscientious- 
ness in our secular callings in promptness, 


faithfulness and energy will always indi- ° 


cate high character, and ultimately lead 
to lasting and great reward. It is by these 
little things that quality is determined, 
and in the end the noblest recompenses 
are won and the highest possibilities of 
influence determined. 

Let us remember in our business situa- 
tions that we are witnesses for God, and 
He wants us to chow to an ungodly world 
that a Christian employee is better than a 
worldiing. 

And so, on the other hand, the spirit 
of Christ should show itself in the spirit 
of the master. How often it is sadly true 
that employers take advantage of their 
power to be harsh, despotic, rude, cruel 
and unjust, and sometimes to place temp- 
tations in the way of those dependent 
upon them which almost constrain the 
weak and dependent one to yield to evil 
rather than face the risks that may be 
entailed. Let us remember that in posi- 
tions of authority we represent God, and 
let us seek to be to those dependent upon 
us like Joseph “instead of God” (vi. 5-9). 

Il. The heavenly side of earthly things. 

How shall we measure up to this high 
standard? How shall we be inspired, and 
enabled to walk according to these prac- 
tical and beautiful precepts? Thank God 
we are not left without a heavenly armor. 
Before we are sent out on these paths ot 
practical righteousness and service we are 
supplied with an incentive and an inspira- 
tion which are fitted to lift us to the high- 
est plane of duty and faithfulness. By 
one bold and heavenly touch the whole 
sphere of earthly duty is lifted up to a 
lofty and glorious plane, and all these hu- 
man relationships are at once represented 
under the bright and glowing touch of 
their divine significance. They cease to 
be mere places of earthly toil, and they 
become occupations in direct relation to 
God and heaven. The servant ceases to 
be the servile drudge of his master, and 
becomes at once the servant of Jesus 
Christ and the candidate for a heavenly 
reward, and every earthly relationship and 
duty becomes attached to some higher 
connection and some heavenly calling. 
For example: 

J. Our walk is connected with our call- 
ing. Weare shown a picture of our high 
voeation and glorions destiny, and then we 
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are told to live up to it. The children of 
a King, the heirs of a throne, we are to 
walk in kingly fashion and royal dignity, 
“valk worthy of the vocation wherewith 
ye are called” (iv. 1). 

2. We are called to be truthful. But 
this is not based on the fear of an inspec- 
tion, but because we are members one of 
another, and untruthfulness and deceit 
would be a wrong to the body of Christ 
(iv. 25). 

3. We are summoned to righteousness 
and holiness of life, but not until we have 
put on the new man, and are reminded 
that with our new and heavenly nature it 
would be unbecoming for us to wear the 
old rags of sin (iv. 22-24). 

4. We are bidden to be gentle and for- 
giving, but it is because Christ has thus 
forgiven us (iv. 82). ~ 
5. We are warned against the filthy 
lusts of the flesh, but we are at once re- 
minded that such things are unbecoming 
to saints, and our honor is appealed to and 
the very nature and fitness of things as. a 
sufficient reason why such gross and un- 
becoming habits should not be even once 
named among us (v. 3). 

6. We are counseled against frivolous- 
ness and foolish talking, but we are imme- 
diately reminded as an incentive and in- 
spiration to a higher and holier conversa- 
tion that such things are not convenient, 
“do not comport,” or, as Rotherham 
translates it, are “beneath us.” 
sciousness of our heavenly dignity will lift 
us above such unbecoming and degrading 
habits (v. 4). 

7. We are admonished to walk in love, 
but we are immediately reminded as our 
example and motive that Christ also hath 
loved us, and given Himself for us an 
offering and sacrifice unto God for a sweet- 
smelling savour; and we, like Him, are to 
spend our lives giving ourselves for others, 
and become a sweet savour and fragrant 
as He (v. 2). . 

8. We are told to be “followers of God,” 
“dmitators,” literally, of God, but it is at 
once added, “as dear children.” It is a 
very much easier thing to imitate God 
when we know that He loves us more ten- 
derly than any human parent (v. 1). 

9. We are warned against intemperance 
and excess, but immediately we have the 
antidote, “be filled with the Spirit.” There 
is a fine antithesis, and the suggestion un- 
doubtedly is that the true stimulant and 
intoxicant is the Holy Ghost (v. 18). 

10. Coming next to our domestic rela- 
tions, the husband and wife are reminded 
that their union is not a mere matter of 
earthly fondness, but is a sacred emblem 
of the marriage of Christ and His Church, 
and therefore they are to elevate it to its 
heavenly dignity and walk worthy of-its’ 
high and holy significance. The husband 
is to represent Christ to his wife, and the 
wife is to represent the holy bride of Jesus 
in her spirit and conduct to her husband. 

11. Even the relation of parents and of 
children has a higher character than 
merely the domestic tie. The child is to 
obey its parents in the Lord and as to the 
Lord, and the parent is to bring up his

The Book of Ecclesiastes precisely mirrors 
our lament. There we find that God 
Himself is willing to slake the thirst which

WE MAKE TOO LITTLE OF OUR ENVIRON- 
MENT. 


There is as much electricity in the land 
of the Hottentots as in London, but the 
Hottentot, though living in the midst of 
it, fails to recognize or use it. There was 
‘as rouch electricity vibrating in the atmos- 
phere of London, in the days of Queen 
Elizabeth as there is today, but in those 
days they had no knowledge of its exist- 
ence or its laws, whereas in our own time 
we both know it and have learned the con- 
ditions under which we can yoke it to our 
chariot. It may be that there are undis- 
covered laws and forces still in the atmos- 
phere, which those who follow us will be- 
come as familiar with as we are with elec- 
tricity or steam. 
miracles of Jesus Christ were simply the 
revelation of forces which are’ waiting for 
man to discover, but which Jesus Christ 
knew, and used. 

Now if that be true, do not you see how 
important it is, not simply to be living in 
the midst of a great time as we are, but 
to know how to use it? As we saw a few 
moments ago, a peach tree may stand in 
the midst of warm, beautiful air, and yet 
from some defect it may be unable to 
transmute the environment around into 
peaches. Or a child may be born amid 
the most beautiful surroundings, but, ow- 
ing to some defect in its lungs or heart or 
stomach, it may be unable to appropriate 
their contents. 

And so with each of us; the Holy Ghost 
is here; the age of Pentecost is present; 
the Almighty God Himself is bending 
over us; the living Christ is in this church; 
Christ is as much here as He was at 
Bethel, or the Isle of Patmos, or on the 
path to Emmaus; but until we have 
learned to appropriate that which is 
around us, it will not profit us. This is 
what you and I need most. It is all- 
essential that we should have the faith 
that can appropriate. 

Let me give two or three illustrations 
as I close. One may read this, for in- 
stance, who is tempted to impatience or 
quickness of temper. Now a besetting 
sin may become a great blessing, as God’s 
alarm bell, leading us to detect our weak- 
ness and to seek from Tlim the opposite

It may be that the. 
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body is God’s finger indicating a great 
deficiency of patience, and pointing to the 
patience to be had from Jesus Christ for 
the soul that has learned to take the 
Water of Life freely. If, instead of pray- 
ing against your bad temper, you were to 
begin to appropriate Christ as your good 
temper—if you were to kneel before God 
and take virtue from the sunny atmos- 
phere of His presence, just as the peach 
blossom takes out of the atmosphere what 
it needs for the formation of luscious 
fruit, or as the rose takes out of the atmos- 
phere what it needs to complete its beauty 
—if you were to take out of the environ- 
ing presence of Christ, by the power of 
the Holy Ghost, the gifts and graces you 
require—if you were to receive a heartful 
of sweetness, gentleness and patience, you 
would not be lifted beyond the reach of 
temptation, but would learn to appropriate 
from the environing presence of God its 
corrective and antidote. 

Perhaps you are painfully nervous and 
unable to witness for Jesus Christ, for 
want of moral strength and spiritual 
energy. Well, in your environment, in 
Jesus Christ, there is all the strength you 
need, but you have to learn how to take 
a heartful of strength from Him as you 
would take a bucketful of water out of a 
well. And if by the grace of God you 
would do this today, you would never be 
overcome by the fear of man or sensitive- 
ness to other people’s opinions. 

Or take another illustration: You seem 
unable to grapple with the devil in your 
own life, in your family, in your Sunday 
school, or in your business life. Again 
and again you are paralyzed as you con- 





front him; you confess that you have'no . 


power to withstand him. But, oh, that, 
by the grace of our dear Lord, you could 
see that all around you, in the atmosphere 
of your life, there is grace to help in your 
every hour of need! Then you would 
take power out of God, but you would not 
impoverish Him. You might go to Him 
daily and hourly, and draw from Him all. 
you need to complete your character. 

Always remember that God is in every 
place, waiting to be gracious; that Jesus 
walks beside you. © You need never be 
lonely again; never without His divinely 
human help; never the sun-heat without 
the shadow of a great rock; never the 
desert without the spring; never the bleak 
hillside without the Shepherd; never the 
dismayed and tearful inquiries without the 
soft and gentle voice, rebuking, teaching, 
comforting. And so He will lead us at 
last into the hostel at the close of the 
day. We shall sit at His table, and He 
will break the bread, and, as we suddenly 
realize the presence in which we have ever 
been, we shall understand why our hearts 
burned, and shall exclaim in the rapture 
of recognition, “It is the Lord!”

7 What is the Christian church, and what 
relation does it sustain to the truth? 


. These two questions are answered in these 


words: “The church of the living God, the 


pillar and ground of the truth” (I. Tim. 
- Lit. 15). 


The 
Formerly He 
dwelt in the tabernacle. Now He abides 
jn the church. The particular truth of 
which the church is the pillar and the 
ground is redemption truth, truth con- 
cerning salvation. The church is the 
beacon light of history witnessing to the 
truth of redemption. God always has a 
witnessing people upon earth, but never 
more than one at a time. In the old 
covenant Israel] had the place of privilege 
and responsibility. Under the new cove- 
nant it is the church of the living God. 
These are the two elections, The election 
-of the Jew was a national one. A family 


This is an architectural figure. 


was taken out from among the families of 


the earth and made a nation. But the 
Christian election is an individual one, 
taken out by divine calling to compose 
this divine body. 

The Christian election antedates the 
Jewish, in the mind of God, for the king- 
dom was only established “from the 
foundation of the world,” but we are 
“chosen in Him before the foundation of 
the world that we should be holy and 
without blame before Him in love” (Eph. 
i. 4). 

ie are certain analogies between 
these two elections, although they differ in 
their character and purpose. They were 
“both a peculiar people, a separated people, 
a blessed people, an exalted people, a wit- 
nessing people, a dead and resurrected 
people, a despised people, a preserved 
‘people, a protected people, a hoping peo- 


ple, a priestly people, and a people to bear 


His name. These twelve facts may be af- 
firmed both of ancient Israel and the 
Christian church. So Peter says, “Ye are 
a chosen generation, a royal priesthood, a 
holy nation, a peculiar people, that ye 
should show forth the praises of Him who 
hath called you out of darkness into His 
marvelous light” (I. Pet. ii. 9). 

The church of the living God is com- 
posed of living men and women united to 
a living Man in glory. There was no 
church before Jesus died and arose from 
the dead. There was no church before 
Jesus ascended into the glory. Death 
and resurrection are the foundation upon 
which the church is built. In other 
words, it is a divine and supernatural so- 
‘ciety organized by the Holy Spirit, with 
Christ as the living and reigning Head. 
“We are members of His body, of His 
flesh, and of His bones.” 

We have no concern with the earthly 
life of Jesus Christ. He was a minister of 
the circumcision. Why should we attempt 
te know Vlim after the flesh by a vain 
imitation of His carthly life? We are to 
know Tin now after the Spirit. There is 
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life of the Lord Jesus, and it is the life 
on this side of the cross with which we 
are to concern ourselves. “I am He that 
liveth and was dead, and, behold, I am 
alive forevermore.” “Because I live, ye 
shall live also.” 


The Jew was the man of the earth, but: 
the Christian is the man of the heavens; 


and, although temporarily we are here 
upon the earth, we are anticipating our 
speedy transference to our proper place, 
where we shall reign in union with our 
living Head. The earthly life of Christ 
was simply preliminary. Judged by the 
human standard, His life was a failure, for 
after three and a half years’ arduous work 
He only left about five hundred people 
upon this earth who believed in His divine 
mission. But He said, “It is expedient 
for you that I go away.” “If I go away 
I will send the Comforter;” and, “Greater 
works than Mine shall ye do, because I go 
unto My Father.” One of His disciples, 
after He had gone to the Father, won 
more by a single sermon than the Master 
did in all His life, for three thousand by 
a great whirlwind of grace were swept into 
the kingdom. | 

In other words, Christ could not work 
until He had taken His rightful position 
in glory. “And they went forth, and 
preached everywhere, the Lord working 
with them” from His exalted position in 
the heavens. His work really began then 
through the members of His mystic body. 
Thus this divine society had a super- 
natural origin. The church of the living 
God is constituted and indwelt by the 
Holy Spirit. It was the work of the 
Spirit to reveal Christ in His earthly life. 
The Son of God was veiled and obscured 
behind that veil of flesh. He needed a 
witness. None knew whence He came or 
who He was. His baptism, His trans- 
figuration, His crucifixion, His resurrec- 
tion, His ascension were simply the stages 
in this divine revelation, the climax of 
which will be the second coming. 

The Holy Spirit has a similar revelation 
to perform for the mystical body of Christ 
as for the spiritual body of Christ, and the 
Church of the living God is to be revealed 
in its true nature and manifested even as 
the risen Head. There was inaugurated 
a Pentecostal series. The Jewish Pente- 
cost, the Samaritan Pentecost under 


Philip’s preaching, the Gentile Pentecost 


in Caeserea under Peter’s preaching, and 
finally the Greek Pentecost in Ephesus 
under Paul. This simply inaugurates the 
work of the Holy Spirit, Pentecost being 
not the end of anything, but the begin- 
ning of the dispensation characterized and 
presided over by the Holy Spirit. 

What is the modern equivalent of. that 
original gift of tongues? May it not be 
found in the fact that one hundred lan- 
guages that had neither alphabet nor 
grammar have been classed and gram- 
matized? Our missionaries go to a 
heathen people, learn their language, re- 
duce it to a system, translate the Word of 
God into it, and put into their hands the 
Word of God as the first book printed in 
their own tongue. The Word of Goad is 
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and more dialects. This is more than 
mere scholarship and learning. It is the 
mighty power of an Almighty God in the 
church of the living God. So this church 
has not only a supernatural origin, but a 
supernatural life. It is a witness in all 
ages to the truth, and as Jesus witnessed 
a good confession before Pontius Pilate, 
“To this end was I born, and for this cause 
came I into the world, that I should bear 
witness to the truth.” “Every one that 
is of the truth heareth My voice.” “He 
rie I am the way, the truth and the 
ife.” 

The church not only. stands on the 
truth, but it stands under the truth. It 
is not only the foundation on which the 


truth is built, but it isthe pillar on which oe BY 


the truth is imposed. Jesus said, “All 
that ever came before Me are thieves and 
robbers,” and He might have said, “All 
that will ever come after Me are frauds 
and liars,” if they profess to find any other 
way of salvation than this. “For there is 
none other name under heaven given 
among men whereby we can be saved. In 
the present dispensation if any human 
soul is brought into relationship with God 
it must be through the instrumentality of 
the church. The church has a monopoly 
of salvation. There is no other way of 
getting into the presence of God except 
by means of the truth which He has com- 
mitted to these living witnesses. And 
this accounts to a great extent for Satan’s 
efforts to ruin the church either by vio- 
lence or by deceit. But these efforts are 
in vain; God is the Church, therefore she 
cannot die. The Spirit of the living God 
is the organizing principle, and because 
the Spirit is here the efforts of the enemy 
are futile. 

It is our privilege to repeat essentially 
the success of the apostolic Church. In- 
deed, in many respects we ought to go far 
beyond them, for our advantages are 
correspondingly greater than theirs. We 
have not only the same Holy Spirit that 
they possessed, but we have the Scriptures, 
which, at least, that generation imme- 
diately following the ascension of our 


Saviour did not have; and beside we have - °°’ 


almost two thousand years of additional 
experience. We ought to go beyond them 
in more ways than one, because of our 
greater advantages and blessings. 

The Book of the Acts records quite as 
many failures as successes; but in God’s 
sight sometimes a human failure is the 
largest success, and so-called human suc- 
cess is a miserable failure. The chief end 
and object and aim of our preaching, of 
all Christian work, of all church activity, 
is to exalt the Lord Jesus Christ; and if 
we have done that, whether or no there 
are any outward and apparent results, we 
have gloriously succeeded. Sometimes we 
can afford to wait even to the day of judg- 
ment before we see the outward evidence 
of our faithful work. We witness to the 
truth when we hold up a crucified and 
glorified Redeemer, and we have done all 
that God demands of us, whether men hear 
or whether they forbear. 

Finally. the means are

There are powers of faith and 
‘divine life that are slumbering around the 
Christian church yet undiscovered and un- 


. known, and it may be when we awake to 
their existence and discover the laws by 
+ which they operate there will be as marked 
_ an advance in church activity as there has 


been in mechanical invention. There is 


_, a well known law of mechanics, “Obey the 
law of any power and that power obeys

A FEW HINTS ABOUT PETER.

‘n the history of a man we naturally 
want to find out how he was converted, or 
what led him to his change of life. Tn 
revard to Peter we have ample material, 


‘that. 


both in the gospels, and also in his epis- 
tles, as well as what is narrated of him in 
the Acts of the Apostles. In the first of 
John we learn that his brother Andrew 
brought him to Jesus. Well would it be 
for many a Peter if he had a brother like 
Andrew to bring him to Jesus. And well 
would it be for many an Andrew if he 
would search for his brother and take him 
to Jesus. Peter’s call to the work of be- 
ing an apostle is found in Luke v., where 
the Master tells him He will make him a 
fisher of men, and he is seen leaving all 
and following Jesus. In this chapter 
he is found saying, “Depart from me Lord 
for I am a sinful man.” A sight of the 
Lord always shows us our own vileness. 
Job, Daniel and Isiah are instances of 
Peter’s confessions of the Lord as 
his Saviour are very marked. “Whom say 
ye that I am,” said the Lord on one oc- 
casion to the assembled disciples. Peter 
at once replied: “Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.” This confession 
was the rock upon which the Lord was to 
build His church. This is the confession 
which God accepts today from every sin- 
ner, and by which he is saved, and by 
which alone he is brought into living fel- 
ea with the Father and with the 
on. 

Then, again, when some were leaving 
the Lord on account of the hard sayings 
about eating His flesh and drinking His 
blood, Jesus said to the disciples: “Will ye 
also go away?” “To whom shall we go?” 
said Peter. “Thou hast the words of 
eternal life, and we believe and are sure 
that Thou art that Christ, the Son of the 
living God.” A man is not much use to 
God unless he knows and is sure that 
Christ is divine, and that He not only has 
the words of eternal life, but that He has 
‘imparted life to himself. This is the priv- 
ilege of each Christian, to have the assur- 
ance that he hath the Son of God in his 
own heart. 

Peter was impulsive. When on the 
lake, and on seeing the Master walking on 
the water the disciples were afraid and 
the Lord’s welcome voice was heard say- 
ing: “Be of good cheer, it is I, be not 
afraid.” Then said Peter, “Bid me come 
to Thee if it be Thou.” Before, he had 
said, “Depart from me for I am a sinful 
man,” but now when he knew he had 
eternal life it is “Bid me come to Thee.” 

Peter was self-confident. When his 
Lord intimated that one of them would 
deny Him. Not he, he would never do 
such a mean and cowardly act as to deny 
his Lord! But alas! he little knew what 
a wicked and deceitful heart a man has 
who is not filled with the Spirit of God. 
The time’ came when the old sailor habits 
came upon him and he, when accused of 
having been one of the disciples began to 
curse and to swear that he never knew 
the man who was being spit upon and 
cruelly treated by the multitude. But 
‘when the cock crew and the Lord looked 
on him, then came the crisis in Peter’s 
life. He went out and wept bitterly. He 
repented of his folly, of his great sin in 
denying his Lord. Alas, too many of us 
have practically denied our Lord and yet 
have net like Peter, wept tears of hitter- 






ness, and as a result, do the same thing 
over and over again. After this crisis or 
turning point in Peter’s life, there is no 
more denial of his Master. He got filled 
shortly afterwards with the Spirit of his 
Lord. Then he became the boldest of the 
disciples, and could stand and accuse the 
chief priests and rulers of the people of 
having crucified the Lord of glory. 

Now this is just the boldness that is 
needed by every Christian. And I know 
of no royal road to it other than by the 
way of the cross.

I wish this word of testimony, given for 
the glory of His name, might reach some 
enslaved ones, and lead them to search for 
that freedom which Christ, who “carried 
away our sicknesses,” promises 
to His own. 

It is assuring and comforting that 
Christ healed all who came to Him. The 
more difficult the cure for man, the 
ereater the glory for Christ. “Ts anvy- 
thing doe hard for dhe Tord’? Taecepted 
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Christ as my Healer before an earthly ° 
physician had said, “It is a hopeless case!’ 
I did not turn to the Beloved as my last 
resort. In the full vigor of hope I turned 
toward Him, and He honored my faith. 

In the spring of 796 I underwent an 
operation for cancer. JI recovered my 
strength slowly, and the last of the sum- 
mer, suffering much pain, I consulted the 
family physician of my friend, at whose 
country home I was staying. He discov- 
ered symptoms of the disease in other side, 
but thought that if I took my remedies 
faithfully they would disappear. For 
weeks I took the “remedies faithfully,” 
carrying my little bottle of pills with me 
wherever I went. 

I put into my trunk, when packing for 
the summer, Dr. Simpson’s “Gospel of 
Healing,” which had been given me six 
years before by Dr. Julia Plummer, of 
Boston.

(3) By mar- 
riage union. Christ risen and glorified is 
the Husband of His Church. He has 
loved it, and given Himself for it, that 
He might sanctify and present it to Him- 
self a glorious Church, “not having spot 
or wrinkle, or any such thing, but holy 
and without blemish” (Eph. v. 25-32). 
While the preaching of the cross has 
drawn together the millions of the out- 
ward Church, the gift of the Spirit has 
produced the inward unity of the spirit- 
ually renewed. 

Thirdly, the manifestation of Christ in 
His kingdom and glory will be, according 


to the testimony of prophecy, the means — 


“in the dispensation of the fulness of 
time, by which God the Father will 
gather together in one all things in 
Christ, both which are in heaven, and 
which are on earth, even in Him” (Eph. 
i. 10). When Christ returns He will 
bring with Him the innumerable multi- 
tudes of the saints who now “sleep in 
Jesus.” Then shall the saints who are 
alive and remain until the advent be 
changed and caught up together with the 
risen saints to meet the Lord in the air; 
“and so shall we ever be with the Lord.” 
Thus, with the coming of Christ prophecy 
associates “our gathering together unto 
Him” (I. Thess. iv. 13-18, and IJ. Thess. 
i. 1). “The Lord my God shall come, 
and all the saints with Thee” (Zech. xiv. 
5). “Behold, the Lord cometh with ten 
thousand of His saints” (Jude 14). 

At the sounding of the seventh trum- 
pet there are “great voices in heaven, say- 
ing, The kingdoms of this world are be- 
come the kingdoms of our Lord, and of 
His Christ, and He shall reign for ever 
and ever” (Rev. xi. 15). 

The kingdom of Christ will not be con- 
fined to the redeemed of the human race, 
but will unite heaven and earth under 
one government, and in one sacred and 
blissful fellowship. 

“As the Church.” says Neander, “is a 
seminary for the heavenly community. in 
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which its members are training for their 
perfect development, it appears even here 
below as a part of a divine kingdom, not 
confined to the human race, but compre- 
hending also a higher spiritual world, 
where that archetype to the realization of 
which mankind are now tending, is al- 
ready realized. The knowledge of God, 
according to the comprehensive views of 
Christianity, is represented not merely as 
the common vitalizing principle of the 
human race, but as a bond by which man- 
kind are united with all the orders of be- 
ings in a higher spiritual world, in one di- 
vine community, according to that uni- 
versal idea of the kingdom of God which 
is presented in the Lord’s prayer. Thus 


.Paul represents ‘God the Father of our 


Lord Jesus Christ,’ not merely as the 
common father of mankind, but also as 
Him after whom ‘the whole community 
in heaven and on earth are named’ 
(Eph. iii. 15). By sin men were estranged 
not only from God, but from that higher 
spiritual world in which the kingdom of 
God is already realized. As Christ, when 
He reconciled men to God, united them 
to one another in a divine community, 
broke down the wall of partition (Eph. 
ii. 14) which separated them, and joined 
Jews and Gentiles in one body, which is 
animated by Himself as their head; so 
also, while men are brought back to com- 
munion with God, they are connected with 
all those who have already attained that 
degree of perfection in the kingdom of 
God to which the Church on earth is as- 
piring. In this respect Paul says that 
Christ, in making peace, has united all 
things in heaven and on earth in one 
divine kingdom” (Col. i. 2).

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THE HAND OF GOD IN OUR NATIONAL 
CONFLICT, 


It was very fitting that the President of 
the United States in his first message to 
Congress after the battle of Manila should 
not only acknowledge the distinguished 
bravery and skill of the American admiral, 
officers and sailors in that extraordinary 
‘victory, but should specially attribute the 
success of our armies to the hand of God. 
The extraordinary results of that first en- 
gagement of the war, involving the anni- 
hilation of the fleet of the enemy and the 
capture of a vast colonial possession with- 
out the loss of a single ship or man, al- 
most read like the stories of the ancient 
battles of the Lord in the times of Joshua, 
David and Jehoshaphat. It would be well 
if our national spirit should ever thus 
keep modest and reverent, and in a spirit 
becoming a Christian nation should recog- 
nize this not as a savage conflict of human 
pride and aggression, but as a war of free 
men and Christians, for the right and by 
the right. It is not the first time that 
the hand of God has been signally mani- 
fested in the history of Spain. There was 
another day when her proud Armada was 
shattered and sunk quite as much by the 
fury of the elements as by the ships and 
guns of England. The results of the bat- 
tle of Manila promise to be almost more 
important and extensive than even the ex- 
pected consequences of this war for Cuba 
and the western hemisphere. Already a 
military governor and army of fifteen 
thousand men are on their way to occupy 
the Philippine Islands under the flag of 
the United States, and whatever the ulti- 
mate disposition of this vast territory and 
population shal] he, it seems certain that 
they shall be rescued from the dominance 
of Spanish barbarism and priesteraft. and 
opened up to civilization and dhe Gospel 


West Indies has also begun. The first lives 
have been lost in minor engagements at 
Cardenas and Cienfuegos and the war has 
now begun to come home to American 
hearts in a realizing sense of its sacrifice 
and cost. Admiral Sampson’s fleet has 
bombarded the capital of Porto Rico, and 
the meeting of the Spanish and American 
fleets is expected any moment. This will 
probably bring the crisis of the war, and 
should the Spanish fleet be defeated it 
would seem impossible for Spain further 
to prolong hostilities. Meanwhile Spain 
herself is going to pieces with internal 
disturbances. Her cabinet. is already 
broken up, and her armies have been 
turned against her own citizens in the 
riots that have spread all over the country. 
The spirit of revolution has broken out 
in Italy, and more lives have already been 
sacrificed in street conflicts than in many 
a battle of open war. These are the up- 
heavings and mutterings of that great con- 
flict which is ever drawing nearer, and 
which is to bring at last through earth’s 
final war the end of war and the golden 
age of peace and righteousness.

The result of this war will 
probably be the establishing of English 
control over the whole of the Eastern Sou- 
dan. In the Western Soudan and the

to indicate an acute crisis in the relations 
of the French and’ English military au- 
thorities. Indeed, the latest news is to 
the effect that nothing but a clear back- 
down on the part of one or the other of 


‘these powers can prevent an immediate 


war between England and France. The 
New York Sun, basing its statement on 
the latest advices, says in a recent issue, 
“Wither France will have to evacuate 
Boussa and Nikki at once, and apologize 
for her invasion of Sokoto, or England 


will be obliged to swallow her words.” 
- The difficulty is one for which France 


seems wholly to blame. ‘The territory 
occupied on the west bank of the Niger 


_by the French troops was wholly covered 


by a treaty between the native chiefs and 
the Royal Niger Company. And while 
all this is going on in Northern and West- 
ern Africa, English. influence is steadily 
pushing forward in Southern Africa, and 
it will not be long until an uninterrupted 
line of communication shall be established 
from Cape Colony to Cairo. The comple- 
tion of the Congo Railroad in the equa- 
torial region closes a series of mar- 
velous advance movements in the Dark 
Continentsufficienttoshow that the forces 
of earth and heaven are intensely con- 
cerned in the opening up of Africa. May 
God enable us to meet the opportunity.

Let us re- 
member that while the pathway of life is 
through death, yet death is only the means 
and not the end. Let us get through it 
quickly, and then rise and walk in new- 
ness of life. As a plain Christian man 
once put it tersely, “It is all right to die 
daily, but don’t be all day about it.” The

First. One of the most important steps 
with which I am familiar is this: do not 
seek to know Him, first of all, that you 
might teach or preach with power. This is 
not the way to the blessing. Again, do not 
seek to know Him that you may have the 
peace of which others have spoken who have 
known Him in all His fulness. This is not 
the first step. But rather, bid Him abide in 
you, that, first of all, He may have power 
over yourself. He is the fire, and will, if 
allowed, burn out the dross. He is the water, 
and He will keep the temple clean. Then 
only may we expect to be used. 

Second. The second step has already been 
indicated. It is this: Surrender fully. To 
give up ninety-nine parts of the nature and 
withhold the hundredth is to put a hind- 
rance in the way of the blessing. If a con- 
tagious disease had been raging in a cer- 
tain house, and you had a desire to live in 
the house, you know that you would not do 
it until every room had been purified. If 


Holy Spirit work with the power in the life 
till it has all been surrendered to Him, till it 
has all been made clean by true confession; 
then make ready for the blessing which 
God has promised. 

Third. The third step is found in Paul’s 
letter to the Galatians, where he says: 
“That we might receive the promise of the 
Spirit through faith.” (Gal. iff. 14.) You 
will notice that it does not say, “That. we 
might receive the Spirit through faith.” It 
is often quoted. This would be unscriptural, 
for we have the Spirit. He is with us to 
abide forever. It is just to believe His word; 
and the third step is one of faith. We say 
to the man seeking Christ, and yet who 
hesitates because he is without feeling—we 
say to him, “It is faith first, then feeling 
after;’’ and so we say to all who seek the 
infilling of the Holy Ghost, “Receive the 


promise by faith.” 


These steps do not of necessity follow in 


a = Jogical order, for the last may be first if 
.. one so desires; but the next step suggested 
_would be this: keep your eyes fixed upon 


Christ. There is an Old Testament illustra- 
tion of this. When Elijah and Blisha were 
journeying toward the place of the transla- 
tion, you will remember that the people 
came out at Bethel, Gilgal, and other places, 
and entreated Elisha to tarry with them for 
a season, and Elijah said, ‘“Tarry, I pray 
thee, here.” (If. Kings ii. 6.) ‘And he 
said, As the Lord liveth, and as thy soul liv- 
eth, I will not leave thee.” (II. Kings ii. 6.) 
“And it came to pass, when they were gone 
over, that Elijah said unto Elisha, Ask 
what I shall do for thee, before I be taken 
away from thee. And Elisha said, I pray 
thee, let a double portion of thy spirit be 
upon me. And he said, Thou hast asked a 
hard thing, nevertheless, if thou see me 
when I am taken from thee, it shall be so 
unto thee; but if not, it shall not be so.” 
(II. Kings ii. 9, 10.) Suddenly, as they 
talked, the chariot of fire appeared, and 
Elijah became a passenger. IJ suppose Elisha 
was too greatly surprised to speak at first; 
then he cried out, ‘My father, my father, 
the chariot of Israel, and the horsemen 
thereof.” (TY. Kingsii.12.) And Elijah dropped 
upon him, T imagine. the old mantle, for 
it is said that he took it up. Suppose he had 


‘been? 


wrapped it around him, saying, “How com- § 


fortable it is!” what benefit would it have 
But he did not do this. He had his 
reward when the old mantle fell upon him. 
He simply stood on the banks of the Jordan 
and used the mantle as his master had used 
it, and the waters parted as before. We are 
given the Spirit not that we may consume 
Him upon our own lusts, but in order that 
we may be in this world as Jesus Himself. 
Do you remember His words, ‘Verily, ver- 
ily, I say unto you, He that believeth on me, 
the works that I do shall he do also: and 
greater works than these shall he do; be- 
cause I go unto my Father?” (John xiv. 12.) 
What is this but Elijah and Elisha again? 
Here ig the secret of it all: Keep your eyes 
fixed on a taken-up Master. Blijah had the 
spirit of his master before. I suppose he had 
followed him so closely that he had ab- 
sorbed the very spirit of Elijah; but it was 
the double portion he was seeking, and that 
he received. So it is with us if we are in 
Christ; we have the indwelling Spirit; but 
we need, and we must have, the double por- 
tion, and this comes with a knowledge of 
the Spirit, which every one may have in 
Christ.

An attempt has often been made, bu 


without success, to present Pilate in a 


favorable light in his conduct of the trial 
of Jesus. There is certainly this to be 
conceded that as a Roman judge, sworn 
on the one hand to sustain the throne of 
Caesar, arid eager, on the other hand, to 
retain popular favor, Pilate was in an em- 
barrassing position. But in submitting 
for popular decision such a momentous 
question as his release of Christ or Barab- 
bas he evaded his responsibility.’ More 
than this Pilate played directly into the 
hands of the chief priests. The inno- 
cence of Jesus having been admitted, it 
became the plain duty of the Roman gov- 
ernor to release Him. >

The cruel and mur- 
derous Barabbas only serves as a dark 
background to the picture of the loving 
and innocent Jesus. 

The dream of Pilate’s wife was undouLt- 
edly a divine warning intended to pre- 
vent the Roman governor from carrying 
out his wicked design of surrendering 
Jesus to the frenzied Jews. But the mes- 
sage from the palace to the judgment hall 
came to late. The die was cast. The 
disposition of Jesus had already gone be- 
yond the control of Pilate.

The deliberate choice of the Jews in 
taking upon themselves the blood of Jesus 
(v. 25) has been followed by awful pun- 
ishment. The destruction of Jerusalem 
in A. D. 70, was a judgment upon the 
people Their rejection by God and per- 
secution by the eastern nations have only 
been a foreshadowing of the terrible suf- 
ferings that Israel has yet to endure dur- 
ing the tribulation. . 

b. Practical. me atte ey yan tae 

The important practical point of this 
section is Pilate’s question, “‘What shall 
I do with Jesus?” Every person must 
give an answer. Christ must either be 
accepted or rejected as a personal Saviour. 
The issue cannot be evaded. To refuse to 
make a decision is really to reject Him. 
The greatest sin revealed in the Scriptures 
is the sin of rejecting Christ.

from one end to the other, is a light colored 
sand, very fine. The flora is semi-tropical. 
Pines and palms abound. I bought a quart 
of splendid, fine-flavored strawberries of a 
pickaninny on the train for a nickle. 
Thousands of lakes dot the surface. The 
water is clear and abounds in excellent fish. 
Alligators are numerous. Swamps are fre- 
quently seen. All along the route from 
Jacksonville south I was impressed. with the 
appearance of the trees. A long, ghastly, 
shred-like, self-propagating moss depended 
from the branches and trunks, flapping in 
he wind. In the moonlight it was spectre- 
ike. 

Through such scenes as above we traveled 
from nine o’clock in the morning until 
nearly six at night. Our greeting by the 
friends at Orlando was exceedingly cordial. 
So far as I know it has the only organized 
branch of the Alliance in the state. We 
have many people there, and there are 
many calls for organization. Steps will be 
taken at once to push our work. 

The Orlando Branch was organized by the 
people themselves a few months since. They 
are in dead earnest. They counted the cost 
before they began to build. God is bless- 
ing them. 

The meetings are held in the Methodist 
church. The attendance was all that could 


_ be desired and the Holy Spirit was mani- 


festly present from the beginning. The pas- 
tor was exceedingly cordial and I learned to 
love his sterling qualities during our brief 
acquaintance. He attended every service 
and came and thanked me for the truths 
that had been presented. At the conclud- 
ing service the missionary pledges amounted 


‘to more than $800. The love and hunger of 


the people for the truth we had to preach 
were marked. We shall welcome the day 
when duty calls us back to beautiful Orlando 
and the band of sturdy lovely Christians 
which constitute our Alliance there. 

There are 1,600 lakes, I was told, in the 
county in which Orlando is situated. The 
culture of oranges is the chief industry. 
Since the great freeze of a few years ago 
much attention has been given to the rais- 
ing of pineapples. They grow to a great 
size and have a delicate flavor. Some of 
them are a foot in diameter. The soil 
seems to be especially adapted to them. They 
are grown in sheds called pineries. These 
sheds are covered with slats three inches 
wide, laid three inches apart, north and 
south. This gives them the sun half the 
time and protects them from possible frost. 

From Orlando I ran over to 


TAMPA 


for a brief stay. There was no meeting 
there, but there were reasons which I need 
not explain here which prompted my going. 
It is not impossible that a reconstructed 
Cuba may soon have one or more Christian 
Alliance mission stations. 

Tampa has about 35,000 inhabitants. It is 
famous for having the largest winter hotel 
in the world—Tampa Bay. We would 
not call it much of a city in the north. There 
are few modern buildings. The streets, with 
a partial exception, are unpaved and the fine 
sand is a foot deep. Through this both 
teams and pedestrians plow their way.

The town has about 1,500 inhabitants. The 


buildings were modern and tasteful. Electric. 


light and well kept streets give it an invit- 
ing appearance. I met some northern peo- 
ple whom I had known in Denver. The hotel 
was characterized by an abundant table, 
much better than many hostelries in large 
cities. 
the people. I think they have five railroads. 
The expectation is that development will be 
rapid and a city finally be the outcome. 

. Our work there was pioneer. The people 
had heard of our doctrines and wanted to 
hear them. The services were held in the 
Wesleyan Methodist church. Deep interest 
was manifested. Miss Perry, our general 
evangelist in Georgia, expects to go there in 
the near future. Developments these days 
are rapid, and, with a good working center 
established in a town like Tifton, the spread 
of our work and doctrines cannot but be 
rapid. Our new departure of sending forth 
evangelists in response to the numerous 
calls for meetings and teachings is destined, 
I doubt not, to gather in multitudes of wait- 
ing and hungry souls. 

The Tifton meetings lasted four days. At 
one o’clock on Wednesday night, tired 
enough, we boarded a Georgia Southern 
train bound for Atlanta where our conven- 
tion was to begin in the afternoon. 

We have found that hard and constant 
service for God, when it is in His order, 
has its constant supply of grace and 
strength. During one trip I preached 136 
times in fifty-eight consecutive days, in six- 
teen conventions, and rested by keeping at 
work.

in Syria. Independent: 
“Heclesiastical matters in Syria are in 
great confusion. We noted some time since 
the trouble in the Orthodox Greek church 
connected with the deposition of the patri- 
arch and two bishops for evil dealing in 
their ecclesiastical relations. This has been 
followed by trouble. among the Maronites. 
The patriarch is dead, and the election of a 
new one has not yet been possible. The 
electorial college is made up of twelve bish- 
ops, including some of by no means the best 
characters. One almost secured the neces- 
sary seven votes; but he is acceptable neith- 
er to the Turkish government nor the papal 
nuncia. The latter claimed the right of pre- 
siding over the electoral college, a marked 
innovation, and some of the bishops reported 
the matter to the Turkish government which 
was glad to interfere. Then came the order 
from the government for the election of a 
patriarch without attention to the nuncio. 
This, in turn, led to correspondence between 
the pope and the sultan, the result of which 
is by no means evident. The man whom the 
people like is liked neither by the Turkish 
government nor the Roman Catholic author- 
ities; and he can scarcely secure his election 
without the use of money to placate the 
Turks or a decided break for religious lib- 
erty. So far as the former is concerned he 
would probably not scruple about it; the 
latter would involve the loss of much finan- 
cial aid, which would be a serious affair for 
the community. One result of the disturb- 
ance in both these churches is that evangel- 
ical ideasare being disseminated more widely 
than ever. At one time half the Orthodox 
Church in Damascus came boldly over to the 
Protestant churches, and, though ultimately 
most returned, they had the ofportunity of 
hearing much evangelical truth. So, also, 
among the Maronites, the common people 
are coming to realize the worldliness and in- 
consistencies of their ecclesiastics and are 
becoming restive under their rule. They also 
see, at least to some degree, the great ad- 
vantage of the whole Protestant system, and 
attitude toward civil and religious rulers. 
The leaven is undoubtedly working, and 
while a general break toward Protestantism 
for political motives would be most unfor- 
tunate, a sincere attempt at reformation 
within these churches would undoubtedly re- 
sult in progress which, although slower, 
would perhaps be on better foundation.”

One very important question arises as to 
the result of British victories in the Soudan. 
We are extending the power and rule of the 
Khedive of Egypt, who is a Mohammedan. 
A writer in the Guardian reminds us that it 
cannot be too clearly recognized. that Islam, 
the heriditary foe of Europe, is contending 
for every inch of Africa with European pow- 
ers; with the English in Nyassaland, Ugan- 
da, on the Niger, and in the Soudan; with 
the Belgians on the Upper Congo; with the 
French in Senegal, and the western Soudan; 
and that, In their ineradicable hatred of the 
European, and in their determination to rule 
the negro in their own awy, the Arabs form 
a vast confederacy; and that, if they are 
strengthened anywhere they are strength- 
ened all over the continent. And if the 
Khalifa’s rule is overthrown at Omdurman 
no doubt trade will flow back into its old 
routes, and the pagan tribes of the Nile 
Valley, the Shillooks, Nubas and those of 
Darfur and Kordofan, all who have survived 
the desolating tyranny of the Baggara, will 
he anbiected ta Mohammedanism, whieh will 
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vantages of European organization. 

These considerations may well rouse us as 
a professedly Christian nation to ask what 
we propose to do in the way of Christianizing 
Egypt. There are 650,000 Copts, professedly 
Christian. Can they not be reached, and 
transformed into an active force for the 
spread of the truth? May not Khartoum 
become a Christian center? It would be a 
shocking satire if, on Good Friday, British 
arms established Mohammedanism in Hast 
Africa.

Passing through the southern parts of By- 
eulla last week, the writer noticed whole rows 
of empty dwellings with the tiles removed 
from the’ roofs, showing how the people had 
had to vacate on account of the piague. For 
fear of similar consequences it is evident that 
many people turn their sick into the streets, 
rather than haye a plague case found on 
their premises. 

A pathetic case of this kind was met with 
in a Khetwadi lane last Sunday night. The 
editor of the Bombay Guardian and his wife 
were returning home from the service at the 
Mission Room in Cammateepoora, when their 
attention was directed to a man sitting on 
the ground in this lane, not far from their 
home, with his back towards the lamplight. 
He was a fairly respectable looking Hindu, 
a Brahmin perhaps, cleanly dressed. On be- 
ing asked where his house was, he replied 
that he had gone away from his house, and, 
uncovering a coarse country blanket, thrown 
over his knees and left shoulder, it was seen 
that a young woman, little more than a girl, 
very ill with plague, his wife, he said, was 
lying apparently insensible on his breast. It 
was a touching spectacle of helplessness and 
affection. In a few minutes a sepoy ap- 
peared who said he had already sent for the 
municipal authorities. Nothing else could be 
done for them, so there they remained. 
About midnight the plague ambulance came, 
and they were removed to the hospital. 


At Samarang, says the 
Locomotiff, facts have come 
to light showing how a 
slave trade in coolies goes on between that 
port and Singapore.

It is a long 
and narrow belt stretching about ninety 
miles on the west side of the island, between 
the Bay of Langayen on the north and that 
of Subic on the south. The nearest point 
of the province is about forty miles from 
Manila, The capital is Iba, and the popula- 
tion is estimated at 94,000.

The American Colonization Society was 
formed in 1816 for the purpose of founding 
on the west coast of Africa a colony of 
emancipated negroes, and giving them op- 
portunities for self-improvement. A tract 
of land was secured by treaty with native 
princes, and Jehudi Ashmun acted as colonial 
governor from 1827 to 1828. In 1847, Liberia 
became an independent republic. Recently 
a German resident in Liberia suffered a 
small loss of property, for which an indem- 
nity of $5,000 is demanded.

On the Way. writes while on the steam- 

ship Tacoma, from Kobe, 
Japan 

“T have been called upon by our party to 
give an account of our journey from Tacoma, 
Wash., to Kobe, Japan, but I would in the 
first place, personally, and for the party 
offer a note of praise to our God for His 
leving kindness and tender care over us as 
we have journeyed these many days across 
the broad ocean. We would all join with 
the Psalmist and say. ‘Bless the Lord, Oh, 
my soul, and all that is within me, bless 
His holy name. Bless the Lord, Oh, my 
soul, and forget not all His benefits.’ Truly 
His benefits to us have been many and 
varied, and we realize it has been the al- 
mighty God who has brought us thus far on 
our way in safety. He has made His pres- 
ence and His promises so real to us that we 
have known no fear even in the midst of 
severe storms. Our voyage has been a long 
and stormy one, being six days overdue in 
Yokohama when we arrived there, Sunday 
morning, April3. — 

“Our party consisting of Mr. and Mrs. 
Beals and little son Victor, Mrs. McBeth, 
and Misses Landis, Prentice and myself, 
sailed from Tacoma harbor March 12, and as 
we left the shores of our native land, it was 
with a sweet peace and consciousness that 
God had called us, that God Himself had 
opened the way, that He was with us and 
would never leave nor forsake us. So we 
yerily went ‘out with joy and led forth with 
peace.’ 

“Our first view of the Yokohama harbor 
was amidst a heavy rainfall, but there was 
a very interesting sight before us. The 
ships and boats of all shapes and sizes, with 
the busy little Japanese men and women in 
their queer costumes. 

“In the evening a little steam launch from 
the Seamen’s Mission came and took us, with 
some sailors, ashore to service. We praised 
God when we had set our feet on Japanese 
soil, and then again as we entered the pleas- 
ant mission room, where all seamen are wel- 
come to spend leisure hours in the large 
library and listen to the Gospel. Mr. and 
Mrs. Beals took part in the service, then 
later in the evening we found that Mr. Aus- 
tin, the leader of the mission had known Mr. 
Cassidy, and spoke of the inspiration his 
short acquaintance with him had been. 

“Monday noon we sailed out of the harbor, 
and all of the afternoon and evening we en- 
joyed the beautiful scenery; mountains on 
either side of us, and the water so smooth. 
Almost as blue as indigo. On one of the 
mountains a large fire in the form of a cir- 
cle, was to be seen. We suppose it was the 
place of some great idol worship. Another 
object of considerable interest was a volcano 
sending out smoke and steam in large 
quantities. 

“We reached the harbor of Kobe Tuesday 
eve, April 5, where a part of our cargo is 
being unloaded. Tomorrow Mr. Beals and 
others for Central China leave us. We are 
going on to South China, and expect to 
leave Kobe by April 7, while the Central 
China party may be here until Saturday, 
April 9." 


Mr. William Moyser writes 
ete a of this interesting part of 
Pp YS. work in Akola, Berar. 
Some months ago you published in your 
paper a letter from us in which we stated 
that we were going to build some new 
rooms for our famine orphan boys, and that 
we were looking only to the Tord for the 
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necessary means to build with. Well, it 
now gives us great joy to write and tell 
you that the dear Lord has fulfilled His 
promise to us, Phil. iv. 19, is as true today 
as it ever was, praise the Lord. 

The rooms are now filled with seventy- 
eight happy boys, most of whom a few 
months ago were gross idol worshippers, and 
were also in a starving condition for the 
lack of bread, but are now real followers of 


Him who loved them and gave Himself for 


them. 

The last ten days of the year we held 
special meetings three times a day for our 
orphan boys and the native Christians. 
Each day we had a sermon on the following 
subjects: The Holy Spirit in the Old Testa- 
ment; The Holy Spirit in the New Testa- 
ment; How to Obtain the Holy Spirit; The 
Eifect of the Holy Spirit on the Life; The 
Need of the Holy Spirit for Service. 

The last night of the old year we held a 
watch night service, the subject was “Go 
Forward,” and, praise the Lord, we believe 
that there was a going forward. Many re- 
newed their resolutions of faithfulness, and 
others made new vows for the future. On 
our part there was a reconsecration for the 
Master’s work, and a deeper purpose of being 
more like the blessed Master this coming 
year than we were in the last. 

These meetings were all very precious, but 
the best meeting was held January 1, 1898, 
on the banks of the beautiful Murnes, and 
this meeting was like the great day of the 
feast, because on this day twenty-one of our 
famine orphan boys and one man and 
woman, who only a few months before were 
steeped in the grossest kind of idolatry, 
degredation and sin, now publicly confessed 
before the world that they had found the 
Pearl of Great Price, and were ready and 


willing to acknowledge it by a public act of. 


faith, and obedience, and so that day twenty~ 
three persons went down into baptismal 
waters, and died to their old life, habits and 
religion, and rose in newness of life in Christ 
Jesus. As we closed the services and all 
gathered together on the banks of the river 
and sang, “Yes, Jesus saves me,” our hearts 
went out in prayer and praise to God that 
the lives of these people might be precious in 
His sight, and that they might truly be kept 
from sin and Satan, and for the Master’s use, 
and that they might become mighty in faith 
and works for the blessed Master, who had 
done so much for them. 

We also praised the Lord for the blessed 
privilege of being in India, as a witness 
bearer for the Master, for as we saw these 
dear ones go down into the water all our 
trials and discouragements went down also, 
and we truly praised the Lord for all the way 
that He has led us, and His words come to 
our heart as we write this, “All things work 
together for the called according to His pur- 
pose.”
